Tlio dnitt of a bill to unito ibo 
North Amorkan Colonics of Upper 
and Lower Caniula, New BruiiHwick, 
and Nova Scotia iu cno groat com- 
monwealtli, unpiars in our columna 
this morniuf^. Tlio ])!an Ruljinitted is 
t!io result of long au'l ueriouH con- 
Bidoration by the ablest and best inon 
of the Provinces, wlio, afttM- many 
years of deliberation, bavo at last tho 
proud satinfiiution oi' Booing their toil 
ro warded by a Bucoossful coosummatioa 
of the great and glorioas work. Tho 
bijl was to be prepared by tho Secretary 
of tho Colonies, and doubtless ore 
this has boon laid boforo Parlinmont 
for approval or rejection. Tho hoart 
of every true British American will 
iollow with anxious boating tho bill 
through tbelmporiul Le^itilamrc, and 
the announoomont of its pasHago will 
bo received with eothasiasm through'* 
out tho length and breadth of tho 
mighty ompiro of wliioli wo shall 
soon, wd hope, have tlie bappinotii to 
know wo iorin a pare. Tbo opposition 
to tho measure has boon severe, 
ospociaily in some of tiie i'lasLern l'ro~ 
vinces. Nova Hootia sent two sols of 
del'^gatoa— one in favor, tho other 
opposed to tbo scbonio. The latti v 
deputation was headed by lion iMr 
Howo — one ol the ablest of N. v.i 
Scotia's sons; and llie hu'iuur by JJr 
Tuppor, a loading politician of tho 
same province. Mr Kowo, in op~ 
posing tho scheme proposed for Gon-> 
federation, urged that he was pro~ 
pared for an "^organization of tho 
Empire," which Confederation would 
defeat or delay. He boliovtis that 
Bocurity for peace is to bo sought in 
such an organization and armament 
— ^of the vvholo empire as will make tbe 
coitainty of defeat a foregone cdu>- 
elusion to any foreign power that may 
attempt to break it and be jji j- 
posod to treat all tbe Colonies wbiub 
have legislatures, and wliei'o tbo 
eysteia of responsible govern mont is 
in operation, as having aeliievetl a 
higher political stalua than Grown 
Colonies or foreign depondonoios, 
and to permit tliotn to nend 
'to tho House of Cunjrnons one, 
two or three mom bora of tho Cabinets, 
according to their size, population 
and relative importance." This bold 
Bcbemo met with many supporters 
among tho English statesmen, lio- 
cognizing them an integral parts of 
tbe British Empire, tho question at 
once arose, Why are not the Colonies 
as mach entitled to ho rspresonteiJ in 
the Imperial Parliament as Ireland or 
Scotland, or even l-jiigland bfi'-ol; ? 
"Why slinukl not every Co uny nend its 
delegates to tbo llou-io of Commons, 
and London become, like Wasiiinglon 
city, tbe centru of Government, vvitli 
tho Colonies of New Biunswick, 
Canada, Australia, East, and West In- 
dies — and BO on down tbo bnig list ol 
Colonies that have added to tbe grent- 
ness and the glory of tho mother 
country — sending their delegates to 
the national legislature ; each Colony 
gdverned by tho samo laws and 
etititlod to the sumo privileges as the 
residents of tbo mother country — yet 
each enjoying a separate govern mont 
of its own ohoicu for tho conservation 
of its local iutcrosts, similar to that of 
tlio State Govern monts of tho United 
States. Tho sun would never set upon 
a people united, bapjiy and free — all 
contributing a quota U) tbe siipjiort, ui' 
the general Coverninent, and recoiv^ 
ing in return that proLeuLion aiul 
assistance it w(juld bave a riglu to 
oxpeot. U, eoniinueil ibu su[i|)i)ru!rs 
of Mr JLowe's hebuine, l']iigl;ind i.s liol 
uttcrl}' to fall from ber iiresciiL posi- 
tion in tbe world — il slie is ikH lo be-> 
come as in -^ignilicant a sjujck- in tlio 
future bistorj' of the cm' lb as .-iIid is 
now upon its map — nay, if she is not 
some day to bo overwhelmed and 
swept clean of Iier accumulated treas- 
ures of wealth, industry, art and 
benifioenco by some wavo of irrosisii^ 
bio invasion, she must give to each 
Colony and Province a representation 
in tho Houoo of Commons ; she must 
give to an honorable mombor tor Van- 
couver Island or Australia, or India, 
ihe samo voice and vote in tho national 
council are now enjoyed b}- tlio hon. 
mombors for "Westminster or ,Seot- 
land. Sueb were a few i.A' the aign-- 
monts advanced by .Mr II owe find bis 
friends in favor of an " orgaiii;.;,iti(jii ol 
tho Empire," and in o))i)()siiioii to Ci>n- 
foderation. On Ibo oHilt band, iL was 
not denied that tbo selieinu ol organ" 
iztttion" was feasible, but it was urged 
that tho G'onfedarjvtion ol tlio Colonies 
waa tho first groat i Lop toward tbo 
accomplish roent of tho end that Mr 
Howe BO devotedly prosBod as a reason 
■why Confederation should not take 
place. It was shown that tho pro- 
posed North American Confndoracy is, 
'in prinoiplo, an orgiinizution of a group 
of Colonies having for its ultimate 



with the mother country desirod by 
the opponents of . tho s^hom^^^^ if 
the Oolohibs ofo evArri'tbiriso from 
tne position of " dependencies'' tQ.thht 
of equals ; that if they are ever to 
exchange tbo relationship of child 
for that of partner with tho mothoi 
country, it will bo In' lirst con- 
solidating tho at ])rosnnt conllioting 
interests of Biiiish North America 
by '.iJoptiu!; tbo proposed plan of 
Coiiiodoration, antl gradually extend'* 
ing and applying tbo principle to 
other groups of Colonies at present 
divided in every interest and sontit 
moot eavo ono — that of coininnii 
allegiance to tbo British Crown. It 
was shown— and successfully— that 
tho tendency of Confederation was 
unmistakably toward tbo general 
" organizing of tbo Empire" — that tlio 
adoption of tho first would be cer- 
tain to hasten the adoption of 
tho second scheme, and that it 
would be tho fault of British btates- 
men alono :f the plan was sutTorod to 
take such a shape as, instoad of 
strengthening tho umpire, should tend 
to its ultimate dissolution. Tho 
scheme is now before Parliament. 
Tho extension of its provisions so as 
to include tbe Colony of British 
ColumLiu iu tho Conf'odoraiion is 
merely a question of time. We shall 
expect a determined opposition fiom 
the oUicial niomberd ot our Council, 
who, secure and snug in their 
berths, will object to being disturbed 
by tho adoption of a schomo tha*-j will 
compel tbem to seek po.Mtioiiti in 
sonio ulber quarter of the globe. J5ut 
when tbo Home (ioverniaont bliail 
become aware of the seltisb character 
of the opposition to tbo jiopubir 
will, tbo obstructive members will 
bo swopt away like coowcbs before 
tho brush of the housemaid. Uuitou 
in one glorious confederation which 
shall stretch from sea to sea, there 
will bo no limit to our growth t.nd 
prosperity — no human agency will 
stop our onward march in tlio 
front rank of civilization. As we 
advance in wealth and greatness our 
example will bo emulated by other 
colon ies, and the grand scbcino for an 
"organization of tbo J']inpiro" by tbo 
admission of over}- meinbor of the 
groat family to a full partnership with 
tho parent slock, will be awoinplished.
